Speakers Refer to Promises Made at Beginning of Year That City 
Would be Cleaned up, and Significantly Ask What Has Been 
Dcne—Vigilance Committee of Citizens is Proposed 


That the citizens are thoroughly aroused over the revelations 
in the Bulletin of Saturday morning as to the immoral eonditions 
of the city was evidenced at the big mass meeting in McDougall 
church last night, when, after eloquent speeches teliing of the 
tremendous growth of viee, a resolution expressing approval of 
Commissioner Booth’s action in taking steps towards a clean-up, and 
emphatically requesting an investigation by a supreme court judge, 
was carried with much applause. 

The meeting was held at the close of the usual Sunday evening 
service, and long before Dr. Armstrong had concluded his discourse 
the doors were stormed by a crowd of people who were anxious to 
wttend the after-meeting. Called to consider what course of action 
to take in view of the lamentable conditions, ‘there were hardly any 
dissenting voices, 

Aldermen Present at Meeting 

Alderman Clarke sat almost under the nose of the chairman, in 
one of the front pews, and Alderman May was not far behind, but 
neither of them said a word. A, Bramley Moore, who was sitting 
aext to Joseph Adair, wanted ‘to move an amendment, but the 
chairman, after the meeting had unmistakably voiced its approval of 
the resolution, declined to put the ‘amendment, and the resolution 
was then carried with resounding cheers. A noteworthy feature of 
the ineeting was the non-committal speech of Rey. A, M. McDonald, 
editor of the Alberta News, and a strong supporter of the adininis- 
tration, 


Mayor and Supporters Condemned 
Although the resolution rather complimented Comunissioner 
LBeoth for the stand he had taken in dismissing Chief Lancey, and 
apparently supported the adininistration, the majority of , the 
speakers did not hesitate to fire broadsides into the mayor and his 
supporters. Rev. R. G. Stewart significantly referred to Alderman 
Clarke's well-remembered speech at the beginning of the year about 
houses of prostitution running openly within a stoue’s throw of the 
police station, and pointedly asked why Alderman Clarke and other 
veices had been silent during the subsequent five months, although 
conditions, bad. been. steadily grewing. worse.Ma- Stewart said he 
was ‘‘deeply humiliated’”’ that it was necessary to call such a meet- 
ing, and Alderman Sheppard frankly declared that he was ashamed 
to be a member of the city council. 
Criticises Commissioner Booth

When the 
Province entered Confederation 
my 1871 the management the 
natural resourees was left in the 
hands of the Provincial Govern- 
ment. What a government needs 
of course, is not laud but money, 
and the British Columbia Govern- 
ment has been selling land, timber 
and wineral rights ever sinee to 
get revenue. <As the proceeds 
came in they were spent, Some- 
times the money was spent before 
it came in, At the recent sessidu 
of the Legislature a loan of ten 
million dollars was authorized, to 
be repaid if and when the defer- 
red payments on land come in. 
As this indicates, the saleable 
property remaining in possession 
of the Province is no longer suf- 
fivient to bring in the needed 
revenue, ‘The Government is, 
therefore, consuming beforehand 
the amount still owing on sales 
previously made. After that, di- 
rect taxation, and wild appeals 
for a pipe-line from the Dominion 
treasury. Meantime, the Prov- 
ince, having sold the land, has no 
inducement to offer to farmers. 
The land is held by speculators, 
whose only inducement to the 
farmer is an offer to sell him land 
which they got for $2.50 per acre 
for ten or twenty times that 
amount. As the cost of clearing 
the land is frequently more than 
the price asked for the title, the 
land-hunater naturally comes to 
Alberta, or goes to Oregon or 
Washington, So, while the Pro- 
vineial Government is subsisting 
on discounted notes representing 
the remaining public interest in 
the arable land of the Province, 
the land itself lies idle and use- 
less, Such are the fruits of ad- 
ministering a ‘‘ public domain’’ of 
farm lands for purposes of Pro- 
vineial revenue,

At Friday eveniug’s coundll 
meeting the mayor ruled out of 
order a motion calling for a judi- 
cial enquiry into His Worship’s 
allegation that a ‘‘gang of 
wolves’’ at the city hall are plan- 
ning to gobble up some portion of 
the contractors’ profits on the 
paving jobs, The council voted 
down the ruling, only one alder- 
man standing with the mayor. 
As plainly as circumstances per- 
mitted the aldermen thus went on 
record as demanding the enquiry. 
It is up to His Worship to say 
what he meant plainly or to take 
the consequences of a tie-up of 
civic business. 

Chief of Police Lancey has been 
dismissed. It was time. Mr, Lan- 
cey took charge of the foree at 
the beginning of the year, when 
conditions prevailed under which 
the citizens had not been getting 
the police protection to which 
they were entitled. In fairness to 
him, and in the interests of the 
public, it was necessary that he be 
given reasonable time in whith to 
get the force in hand, to study 
conditions, and to bring about the 
sweeping readjustment which the 
circumstances called for. For this 
reason the Bulletin, which had 
taken an active part in exposing 
the fact and the consequences of 
lack of police protection last year, 
refrained from _ offering what 
might have been considered pre- 
mature or unfair criticism. Four 
months have shown that instead 
of getting better, conditions have 
got steadily and rapidly worse, 
How bad they have got cannot be 
said, but may be surmised from 
the fact that so glaring did law- 
lessness become to the citizens at 
large that the commissioner was 
foreed to peremptorily adopt the 
course taken. From the gen- 
eral aspect of things it may be 
said that if in their palmy days 
Sodom and Gomorrah had cent 


thing on Edmonton during recent 
weeks the fault was not in the re- 
pressive vigilance of the local 
police force. The dismissal of! 
Chief Lancey does not end the 
matter, or should not end it. The 
air is full of rumors reflecting 
upon the integrity of the heads of 
the police department, as well as 
upon their ability and zeal. The 
prevalence and persistency of 
these rumors cannot be ignored, 
and unless cleared up they will 
remain a stigma upon the force 
and all who have to do with it. 
In the circumstances two things 
ought to be done. The guilty, if 
such there be, should be identified 
and punished, The innocent 
should be freed from any shadow 
of suspicion. This as the basis, 
and the only possible basis, for a 
reconstruction of the police de- 
partment on proper lines, These 
ends can be attained only by an 
immediate and absolutely unlim- 
ited publie exposure of condi- 
tions in and around the police 
force, conducted before an impar- 
tial tribunal, by a capable and 
Vigilant prosecutor. That aud 
that alone can be expected to let 
the public know what they are 
entitled to know, and to pave the 
way for w restoration of publie 
confidence in the police force. 
Sub-rosa investigations conducted 
by commissioners behind closed 
doors, and official assurances that 
there is to be a police clean-up, 
will not go any more. The pub- 
lie have a right to know, and un- 
til they do know no man respons- 
ible for the conduct of the police 
department or the disposition anc 
work of the foree need expeet to 
escape some measure of suspicion
